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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claim 1, drawn to a composition containing an extract from Eupatorium 
Cannibium or Eupatorium Fortunei, classified in class 424, subclass 195. 1 . 

II. Claim 2, drawn to a composition comprising a plant extract containing euparin or 
eupatorin, classified in class 424, subclass 195.1; class 514, subclass 456, 469 

III. Claim 3, drawn to a composition comprising purpurogallin, classified in class 
514, subclass 681, 683. 

2. The inventions of Group I-III represent separate and distinct compositions. They differ 
with respect to ingredients, the ingredients from each groups are widely different in their 
chemical structures and/or obtained from different sources. They therefore have different issues 
regarding patentability and enablement and represent patentable distinct subject matter. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. A telephone call was made to Mr. Hagan on August 7, 2001 to request an oral election to 
the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made.
